I8 DISCUSSED

THe legislature were occupied dur- 
ing the greater part of 
situings with routine work in commit- 
tee Of the whole, ‘he only bill which 
was discussed to any extent was the 
Mail Insurance Bill, which was given 
a. second reading.

Bassano Electric Railway; Maharg 
Hlectric Railway; Bylaws of the town 
of Macleod; City of Edmonton and 
the Development Company; 
‘Ter¥n of Tofield; to increase the bor- 
rowing powers of Town of Stettler, 
and the Towns Act. 

Hail Insurance Bill, 

The Hon. A. L, Sifton moved the 
second reading of the Hail Insurance 
Bill, Which he said had been some- 
what delayed'to allow of clauses being 
put in the Rural Municipalities Bin 
satisiactory to the House, 

Gece. Hoadley contended that until 
thé Clauses inserted in the Rural Mu- 
nicipalities Bill could come into effect 
the government ‘should continue hall 
insurance, He did not think it neces- 
sary that there should be such a large 
loss as the government had had in tie 
past, and he thought the. farmers 
would be Willing to pay an increased 
revenue, ‘If the government should 
suse $000,000 it was the peopie’s 
money and he knew of no. better way 
in which that sum could be spent as 
in protecting the farmer. 

Chas, Stewart, Sedgewick, said the 
districts where hail fel] most frequent- 
ly were the districts from which the 
“wovernment got most of their insur- 
ance. He thought a hail insurance tax 
would be the best way of settling the 
difficulty, but that apparently. was not 
sultable t:\ others interested in the 
subject. If the private corporation 
would give hail insurance cheaper 
than the government cculd then there 
was no ground for opposing the cor- 
porations, There was only one way 
that. companies cculd disastrously 
affect the system of hail insurance 
in the province and that was in the 
adjustment of claims, and it was the 
duty of the government ,and he be- 
lieved it would be their desire, to ace 
that the interests of the farmers were 
safeguarded, 

Geo. P, Smith, Camrose, said there 
Was no question of profit for the farm- 
er in hail insurance until he got mcwre 
for his loss than his crop was worth, 
fio long as a farmet was willing to day 
for a risk up to $20 and acre he did 
not think he ought to be prevented 
from getting it.

NO SETTLEMENT IN THE 
BRITISH COAL. DISPUTE 


Probability of National Strike Greatly 
lucrensed—Mine Owners Refuse 
Demand of Men for Stipulated M:n- 
imum Wage—Miners Insist on ‘This 
Point, x 


London, Web. 7--The probability of 
a national cOal strike and ccampiete 
disidcation of the industry has-been 
greatly increased by the failure of 
ihe national nierence: of the coal 
owners and ers to effect a: seitie- 
ment, During the early part of Janu- 
ary .@ batilot- of the Afinens’ Medera- 
tion was taken on the questicm of de- 
vlaring a general strike en March Ist. 
The ballot showed tha 445,801 men 
were for a strike and 115,291 were 
against the strike. A minimum wage 
scale for all underground workers was 
formally doclaot upon, but providing 
that nowhere should the wage be leas 
than five shillings ($1.25) a day. 

These demonds were discussed at a 
prolonged session with the result that 
the ccul owners adopted a resolution 
declaring “The owners are prepared 
to consent to the proposition that each 
person in their employ should receive 
a fair day's wage for a day's work, 
but are convinced. that payment in 
proportion to the amcunt of work per- 
formed the oply rule that can be su2- 
cessfully applied in the case of coal 
getters, They are aware that there are 
cases in which, owing to difficulties 
arising in consequence of exceptional 
conditiéns in the Working place, a 
nran, while doing his best is unable te 
earn what he would under ordinary 
circumstances, In such cases the 
owners recognize the necessity for 
special consideration’ and are willing 
to. discuss with their workmen the 
means by which this can be ascertain- 
ed.” 

The resolution was considered with 
a reservation of the right to continue 
the negctiations, 

The miners replied expressing regret 
at the refusal of the coal owners to 
accept this principle of a minimum 
wage and adding “We know that there 
ean be no setilement of the present 
dispute until this principle is agreed 
to,” 

In conclusion the miners announced 
their desire to avcid a serious ruption 
in the coal trouble and their willing- 
hess for this reason to meet the coal 
owners at any Ume to discuss the mat- 
ter further, if the coal owners exhibit 
any desire to do so, - 

The owners promised to give this 
subject further ecmsideration: and in 
this attitude lies the hope that the 
coal strike may be averted, 

Prior to the adoption of the resolu- 
tion by the coal owners the represent- 
atives of the South Wales owners 
withdrew from the conference on the 
ground that the agreement with their 
workmen still had three years to run, 
and a threat to strike, unless a mini- 
mum wage is coneeded, was tanta- 
mount to notification that the agree- 
ment would be broken,

Premier Sifton Tables Full State: 
ment of the Demands Present- 
ed Against Province. 

SOME PRESENTED 
APPEAR ABSURD 
No Action Will Be Taken Until 
the Litigation in Court is 


Concluded.

noon Premier Sifton tabled the claims 
which various parties had presented 


| to the government in accordance with 
j the act passed iast session, as a result 


of the cancellation cf the A. & GW. 
contract, A number of the claims 
are absurd on their face, while others 
are such as will likely receive careful 
consideration from the government, 

The Canada West Construction Co. 
asks the trivial sum of two and a halt 
million dclars and the Royal Bank 
$372,648, each without details or evi- 
dence of any kind. Among the others 
are one from Dr, J. A. L. Waddell, 
the engineer, for $99,000 in all, in- 
cluding $75,000 as a bonus which he 
says Clark promised him, and another 
from the Athabasca syndicate, which 
asks $25,000 damages ebcause they 
did not receive one hundred thous- 
and dcllars worth of capital stock in 
the A, & G.W. Co, 

The following is the complete state- 
ment presented by the Premier; 

Two Biggest Claims, 

A claim has been filed by the 
Capada West Construction Compan) 
without detalis or evidence of any 
kind, claiming as damages the sum 
of $2,500,000. 

A claim has been filed by the 
Royal Bank for the sum of $3872,- 
648.16, without any evidence ag to 
the money having been expended 
on construction or even a statement 
that it was so expended, 

The claims which have Heen filed, 
exclusive of the Canada West Con- 


struction Company ang the Royal 
Bank, naturally “divide themselves 
into five classes: 


Five Casses of] Claims, 

The first class of claims are for 
services rendered or goods supplied 
to the railway company or to the 
Canada West Construction Company. 
These claims rest upon the basis of 
value having been given for which 
no consideration was received ow- 
ing to the passing of the Act respect- 
ing the bonds guaranteed fea the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Rail- 
Way company, being an act to speci- 
fy certain defaults of the railway 
and the consequent rights of the 
province. The particulars of these 


claims are shown in Schedule “A” 
hereto. the 

The second class of claims are 
those for damages for the grading 
operations caused in connection 
with the proposed construction of 
the. line, These are set forth in 
Schedule “B" hereto. 


Against Sub-Contractors, 

The third class are claims against 
sub-contractors which it ig alleged 
these sub-contrictors.could not pay 
ewing to the failure of the Alberta 
and Great Waterways Railway oom- 
pany to meet its obligations. It is 
to be noted that practically all these 
claims are Auplicated by the claims 
filed by the sub-contractors them- 
selves, and should it be declded to 
pay hese Jatter claims provisions 
should be made direct to such of the 
former class as have proved their 
claims. These claims are @et forth 
in Schedule “C" hereto, 

Breach of Contract. 

The fourth class of claims are

CIVIC ELECTIONS 


Municipal Law Committee Dis. 
cusses Tenants’ Franchise 
Act Amendments. 


WOMEN TENANTS TO HAVE 
SAME RIGHTS AS THE MEN 


Mayor Armstrong, Ald. McInnis, 
Wm. Short, K.C., and J. A. 
McDougall, Against. 


“Should the tenant of the city of 


Edmonton be allowed to yote at 
municipal elections?” This was the 
question warmly contested by the 
Tevpective champions of landlord 
anu tenant at a meeting of the 
Municipal law coniimittee of the 
Legislature yesterday, The com- 


mittee had under discussion an Act 
Which proposes {o further amend 
the Mdmonton charter and to con- 
tirm vertain by-laws of the city. 


The cause of the tenants was 


champoned by Hon. C. W. Cross, 
senior anember for Edmonton, who 
proposea three amendments to the 
Act. The first amendment, which 
would giv: the tenant the right to 
vote, was av follows: 

“The name of each person who 


Jor and during One month prior to 
the first day of September in any 
year has by hinvself or himself and 
his famiiy occupied a house or a 
portion of a house tn the city as his 


habitation, and for which he has 
paid or is liable to pay rent.” 
Two other amendments proposed 


by Mr, Cross facilitated the machin- 


ery by which the tenant is to be put 
on the voters’ list. He could, ac- 
cording to the amendments, give 
notice to the assessor “that he  in- 


tends to apply to the commissioners 
to have ‘his name added to the 
vovers’ list, and stating his qualifica- 
tiens,” and that he could give such 
notice to the assessor “by sending 
the same to him by registered post 
or serving the same upon him in the 
Way service is usually effected, and 
euch notices may be so given on or 
before the first day of November in 
any year."’
